GOVERNMENT OF INDIA 
OONSTITUENT ASSEMBLY OF INDIA 


The following Bill was introduced in the Constituent Assembly of India on 
the 24th November , 1948 : 

C . A . BILL 1 OF 1948 
A Bill to amend the Government of India Act , 1995 . 
WHEREAS it is expedient to amend the Government of India Act, 1995 
(26 Geo . 5 , c . 2), for the purposes hereinafter appearing ; 

It is hereby enacted as follows: -- 

1. Short title . — This Act may be called the Government of India (Amend . 
ment) Act, 10-18 . 

2 . Amendment of section 8 of the Government of India Act, 1986 . - After 
Bub-section (1 ) of section 8 of the Government of Indice Act, 1935 (hereinafter 
referred to as the said Act), the following sub - section shall be inserted , namely : 

" ( 1A ) Any power of the Dominion Legislature to make laws for a 
Province with respect to any matter shall include power to mako laws as 
respects a Province conferring powers and imposing duties , or authorising 
the conferring of powers and the imposition of duties upon the Dominion 
or officors and authorities of the Doinivion As respects that matter , not 
withstanding that it is one with respect to which the Provincial Logislature 
also has power to mako laws. 

8 . Ingertion of new section 81A . After section 81 of the said Act , the follow 
Ing sootion shall be inserted , namely : 

" 61A . Extension of torm of office of members of Provinciel Logisla 
tive Councils . - Notwithstanding anything contained in this Act, the Gover 
nor may , in the case of a Province having a Legislative Council, extend the 
tern of office of a member of the Council , who is due to retiro under sub 
section (8 ) of section 61 of this Act , for such period as he thinks fit and 
may , in making such order, give such incidental and consequential direc 

tions as ho may deem nccessary . " 

4 . Amendment of section 101. - In section 101 of the said Act, before the 
words " Nothing in this Act" the words , figures and lettor " Save as provided 
in section 290A " shall be inserted . 

3 . Bubstitution of now section for section 126A , - For section 126A of the 
said Act , the following section shall be substituted , namely :--- 

“ 120A . Power of Dominion to give direotions when Proclamation of 
Emergenoy is in operation . — Where & Proclamation of Emergency is in 
operation whereby the Goverior-General has declared that the security of 
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India is threatened by War , the exccutire authority of the Dominion shall 
extend to the giving of directions to a Province ns to the inanner in which 
the executive uuthority thereof is to be exerciscd . 


6 . Insertion of now sections 290A and 290B . – Aftor section 200 of the said 
Act, the following suctions shull be inserted , namely : 


" 2004 , Administration of corluin lccediny Slates is a Chios ( oin 
missioner s Province or 08 part of a Governor a or ( hief Comm.18 10 ]or a 
Provincv . -- ( 1) Where full and exclusivo) authority , juriørtition and lowers 
for and in relation to tho governance of any Indian State or of any group 
of such States are for the time leng exercisuble by the Doininion Govern 
ment, the Governor -General niny hy Order direct 

(a ) that the State or the grouy of Status shall be administered in 
all respects as if the State or the group of States were a Chief Com 
missioner s Province ; or 


(0 ) that the State or the group of States shall be administered in 
All respects as if the State or the group of Startes formed part of a 
Governor s or a Chief Commissioner s l roviuce specified in the Order : 

l rovided thunt if xrny Order made under cluuse (b ) of this sub -section 
affects a Governor s l rovince , the Governor -General shall , before making 
buch Order , ascertain the views of the Government of that Province both 
with respect to the proposal to make the Order and with respect to the 
provisions to be inserted therein . 

(2 ) Upon the issue of an Order under clause ( a ) of sub -section ( 1) of 
this section all the provisions of this Act applicable to the Chief Commis 
sioner s Province of Delhi shall apply to the State or the group of States 
in rospect of which the Order is made . 

(8 ) The Governor -General may in making an Order under sub -section 
( 1 ) of this section give such incidental and consequential directions ( inolu 
ding directions as to representation in the Legislature ) 08 he may deem 
necessary . 

(4 ) In this soction , reference to & State shall include reference to e 
part of a State , 


200B , Administration of areas included within a Governor s Provinco 
or a Chief Commissioner s Province by the Government of an Accoding 
Stato . — ( 1 ) The Governor -General may by Order direct that any area in 
cluded within a Governor s Province or the whole or any part of the area 
included within a Chief Commissioner s Provinoe shall be administered by 
the (tovernment of a neighbouring Acceding State as if such area formed 
part of such State md thereupon the provisions of this Act shall apply 
accordingly : 

Provided that whero any such Order is made with respeot to any area 
included within a Governor s Province , the Governor - General shall , before 
making such Order , ascertain the viows of the Government of that Pro 
vince both with respect to the proposal to make the Order and with respeod : 
to the provisions to be inserted therein . 

( 2 ) An Order made under sub -seotion (1 ) of this section may contais , 
such incidental and consequential provisions (including provisions for 
varying the ropresentation in the Legislaturo ) as the Governor-General may 
deem noweggary . 
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7. Amendment of the Seventh Schedule . — In the Seventh Schedule to the 
suid Act , 

( 1l ) for paragraph 34 of ulic Federal Legislative List, the following 
pflugrirph shall be substituted , llamely : 

* 34 . Development of industries, where development uudor Domi 
nion coutrol 15 deelure by Doinnion Inw to he cxpcdicnt in the public 
interest ; regulation and control of such industries ; trade and coin 
increo (whelber el nut witlin a Hrovinch ) in , and production , supply 
and distribution uf, products of such industries . ; 

( b ) for , paragraph 27 of the Provincinl Logislative List, the following 
paragraph shall be substituted, nimely : 

" 27 . Trude and commerce within the Provinco , subject to the pro - . 
visions in paragrnph 34 of List I ; markets and fairs ; inoney londing 
and muncy lenders . ; 

(C) for paragraph 29 of the Provincinl Legislative List, the following 
paragruph shull be substituted , namely : 

23. Production , supply and distribution of goods and develop 
ment of industries , subject to the provisions in paragraph 34 of List I . " 


STATEMENT OF OBJECTS AND REASONS 
In order that uniform principles in the review of awards made by Central 
And Provincial Industrial Tribunals may be adopted under the overall control 
of the Central Government , it is proposed to get up appellate tribunals to hear 
Bppeals against their decisions . For want of such tribunals , it is not possible 
to ensure uniformity in the decişions of the Central and Provincial Industrial 
Tribunals . Although this would be possible under the draft Constitution , the 
getting up of appellate tribunals is not possible under the existing Constitution . 
Proviso (i) of sub -section ( 1 ) of section 8 of the Government of India Act, 1988 , 
specifically states that the exccutive authority of the Dominion does not extend 
in any Province to matters with respect to which the Provincial Legislature has 
power to make laws. Clause 2 of the Bill seeks to effect the necessary amend 
ment , so that the appellate tribunals may be established in accordance with 
the polioy of the Government of India with regard to inflation outlined in para 
graph 8 of their Prebe Coinmunique , dated 4th October , 1948 . A consequential 
amendment is made in clause 5 . 

The triennial elections required under sub -section (8 ) of section 61 of the 
Government of India Act , 1935 , to fill one- third of the members of the Legis 
lative Councils of Madras , Bombay And Bihar will be due in March and April, 
1949 , respectively . The Governments of Madras and Bihar have pointed out 
certain practical difficulties in holding the eleotions early next year and have 
recommended the suspension of any further elections to those Chambers under 
the present constitution . When the new Constitution Act comes into force 
Article 812 ( 1 ) will enable all members of tho Legislature then in office to con 
tinue until now Legislatures under the new Act are constituted . Clause & of 
the Bill is intended to empower the Governors of the respective Provinces to 
extend the torm of office of tho members , who are due to retire , until the new 
constitution comes into force and to give consequential directions. 

Clausę 6 of the Bill enables the Dominion Government to make orders pro 
viding that States whose Rulers had ceded full and exclusive authority , jurisdic 
tion and power in regard to the governance of their States to the Dominion 
Government and whose administration is now carried on by the Dominion 
Government or by Provincial Governments on their behalt under the Extra - Pro 
vingial Jurisdiction Act , 1947, shall in future be governed directly as part of 
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States the Provincial Tur been experien,the 1st Jan 


& Governor s Province or as a Chief Commissioner s Province in accordance with 
the provisions of the Government of India Act, 1938 . The administration of 
these States was taken over between the 1st January end 1st July , 1948 , and 
certain difficulties have been experienced in running the administration under 
the Extra -Provincial Jurisdiction Act , 1947. It is therefore proposed that these 
States should now be governed as part of a Governor s Province or as a Chief 
Commissioner s Province under the Act. The Provincial Governments con 
cerned have been consulted and have agreed to the principle underlying such 
a provision . For certain administrative reasons it has been found necessary to 
provide for the administration of small areas comprised within the Provinces 
of India as part of the neighbouring Acceding States . A provision for this pur 
pose is also made in clause B . A consequential amendment is made to section 
101 of the Government of India Act , 1995 , in clause 4 of the Bill . 

Clause 7 of the Bill is intended to secure for the Central Legislature adequate 
powers to implement effectively the Government s industrial policy which be 
been accepted unanimously by the Constituent Assembly sitting as the Legis 
lature. It envisages regulation and control by the Central Government of cer 
tain industries in varying degrees . At present , by virtue of the Essential Sup 
plies ( Temporary Powers ) Act of 1940 , enacted by the Central Legislature 
under the Indir (Central Government and Legislature ) Act, 1946, the Centre 
has power to regulate trade and coinmerco in and the production , supply and 
distribution of a limited number of commodities , viz ., cotton and woollen textiles , 
paper , foodstuffs, petrol and petroleum products , spare parts of mechanically 
propelled vehicles , coal, iron and steel and mica . The industrial policy of 
Government , however , requires that the Central Legislature should have full 
powers regarding the development, regulation and control of certain industries 
ond should also have power with respect to the regulation of trade and com 
merce in and the production , supply and distribution of the products of such 
industries . It is , therefore , necessary to amend item 94, List I, of the Seventh 
Schedule in the manner indicated in clause 7 of the Bill. The other provigions 
made in that clauso uro in the nature of consequential amendments .
